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STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). Tine drawings must slnow 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "sensor attached to 
the first and second electrodes" of claim 13 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled 
from the clalm(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Applicant's Admitted prior art Brown (US Patent No. 5,625,729) teaches a 
plurality of electrodes wherein the electrodes resonantly couple between the external 
wave and the local wave. However, Brown fails to teach an aspect ratio of at least 1 of 
a height of the plurality of electrodes to a spacing between adjacent electrodes and that 
the local wave comprises a surface plasmon wave having a component of momentum 
oriented substantially perpendicular to a detector surface. 

Applicant's Admitted prior art Thio (US Patent No. 6,441,298 B1) teaches a first 
set of a plurality of electrodes and a second set of a plurality of electrodes. However, 
Thio fails to teach a first set of electrodes having a first contact window having a first 
width, a first contact window dielectric having a first dielectric constant, a first contact 
thickness and a first contact width and a second set of a plurality of electrodes having a 
second contact window having a second width, a second contact window dielectric 
having a second dielectric constant, a second contact thickness and a second contact 
width. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-31 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, the prior art of record fails to teach alone or in combination 
an optical detector for sensing the strength of an external optical wave comprising.

along with tlie other claimed features, an aspect ratio of at least 1 of a height of the 
plurality of electrodes to a spacing between adjacent electrodes and that the local wave 
comprises a surface plasmon wave having a component of momentum oriented 
substantially perpendicular to a detector surface. 

Regarding claim 13, the prior art of record fails to teach alone or in combination 
an optical device for sensing the strength of an incident optical wave within a 
wavelength range comprising, along with the other claimed features, a first set of 
electrodes having a first contact window having a first width, a first contact window 
dielectric having a first dielectric constant, a first contact thickness and a first contact 
width and a second set of a plurality of electrodes having a second contact window 
having a second width, a second contact window dielectric having a second dielectric 
constant, a second contact thickness and a second contact width.
